outvoted us, and would have cast 
our senatorial vote on all Arkansas 
sales tax mailers—although Miller 
county is exempt from sales tax 
and Hcmpstead has to pay it. 


But the new setup for Districl No. 


9 is satisfactory. Hempstcad, How- 
ard, and Pike counties represent a 
continuous geographical area. All 
arc subject to state sales tax. And 
they have more or Jess common in- 
terests.
